He agrees to take advisory

GREEN BAY - For the first time in 13 years, Ted 
Thompson will not be in command of the Green Bay 
Packers’ football operation. 

Two sources confirmed that team president Mark 
Murphy has reached an agreement with Thompson to 


step down and relinquish the general 
manager’s position to someone else. 

The Packers did not release any in- 
formation on the decision, but a source 
said it was Murphy’s decision to start 
the transition from the 64-year-old 
Thompson to new front-office leader- 
ship. 

Thompson, whose contract is set to expire after this 
season, will move to an advisory position within the 
personnel department.

In 2006, LeRoy Ern, a retired factory worker who 
lived like a hermit, went to a Mequon financial ad- 
viser for help regarding a conservative investment. 

He barely knew Blanche Berenzweig at the time. 
Still, within a few years, Berenzweig became Ern’s 
power of attorney for health and medical issues, the 
sole beneficiary of two annuities, and executor and 
sole beneficiary of his estate. 

When Ern died in April 2016 due to advanced de- 
mentia he was 92 years old. His annuities paid more 
than $1 million; bringing the total value of Ern’s entire 
estate to more than $1.6 million, court and state rec-
